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Freeways for Freedom 


HE lesson of Los Angeles is the lesson for London. We repeat with conviction 
the dictum of an American motorist of great experience who discusses British 
road shortcomings in this issue. Los Angeles, with the highest ratio of cars 

to population in the world, found that its post-war traffic was increasing to the point 
where standstill from congestion was imminent—the point at which London finds 
itself today. But whereas nothing is done in London, in 1946 Los Angeles began 
to build a system of freeways, the original survey for which was made in 1937 by 
the Southern Californian Automobile Club. Sixty miles are now complete, 18 having 
been opened to traffic in 1954; 12 more will be opened in 1955. 

This is road-building as it should be undertaken by a forward-looking community, 
and as it must be eventually by this country. What does Britain hope to gain by 
delay? Are those in authority so opportunist that they think only of the years that 
are left to them as individuals? If this is so they are unfit for office, which should 
be reserved for those who can think of the immortality of the nation, not the mor- 
tality of its constituent parts. Future generations will need to move freely in and 
out of the cities and about the land of Britain. It seems that the realization of 
such needs is greater amongst the city fathers of Los Angeles than the politicians 
of Westminster. 

The freeways are motor roads, mostly six-lane, and with opposite tracks separated 
by a central verge. They are free from intersections with minor roads, a frequent 
source of casualties elsewhere, and traffic using them becomes accustomed to con- 
sistently high-speed travel, with the drivers very lane-conscious indeed—a charac- 
teristic of motorists in countries where such roads exist, and one that contrasts 
strongly with the wayward habits of drivers over here. The freeways of Los Angeles 
will have cost about £100,000,000 by the time they are finished; in the meantime, 
750,000 cars use them every day. Journey time, says our coniributor, has dropped 
from 30 to eight minutes for the run into the city centre from the suburbs. Thus 
the money is being repaid in time saved, and as the accident rate on freeways is 
exceptionally low, lives are being saved also. 


Nocturnal Goings-on 

HE visitor from another planet—-A. Martian (Flying Saucer 2,500), say- 

landing at Virginia Water, Surrey, at midnight last Friday might well have 

wondered at the impulses that lie behind the habits of British motorists and 
motor cyclists. For this was one of the three starting points of the M.C.C. Exeter 
Trial, and from it competitors headed west at intervals under a clouded night sky 
and with a shrewd northerly wind to remind them that the thermometer drops sharply 
after midnight. Mr. Martian might well have a plastic space helmet, but should 
he look any stranger than some of the departing figures then Mars is a peculiar place 
indeed. The crash heimet has come to stay for two-wheelers, the duffel-coat for four; 
the latter is cavalier in its exposure of the legs, the former makes roundheads of us 
all. Either is efficient in the disguise of physical characteristics, and if our visitor 
should find himself nyctalopically afflicted by the strange atmosphere of the Earthian 
night, then he might well wonder if these nocturnal wheelers were a race apart, 
against whom the more normal inhabitants shut doors and windows tight, muttering 
the old litany—

N the imagination the Exeter always 
conjures up visions of snow, icy roads 
and the hazardous conditions that go 

with winter travel However reliable 
modern cars may become, they cannot 
entirely eliminate the aura of adventure 
which, for 31 successive Exeter Trials, 
has kept the entry list around, and often 
above, the 300 mark 

This feeling is accentuated at the 
starting points—Virginia Water (near 
London), Kenilworth and Launceston 
by the varied collection of cars, ranging 
from stark trials specials and vintage 
sports cars to modern, family saloons; 
heavily coated figures talking in groups in 
the cold night air; friendships that are re- 
newed annually through the years at these 
events; the air of preparation and, finally, 
at one-minute intervais, the departure of 
the cars into the night 

The first cars set out at 12.47 a.m. on 
Saturday, leading the three processions to 
converge at Honiton, the focal point from 
which a common route was followed by 
all. Except for occasional patches of ice 
and snow encountered on high ground by 
the Launceston and Kenilworth starters, 
the run through the clear, cold night was 
uneventful and the weather was dry. 

Because of the low average speed re- 
uired (which is partly responsible for the 
act that these events produce extremely 
few grumbles bl severa 


from the 


groups of London starters were seen kill- 
ing ume outside the control at Camel 
Cross, near Sparkford, on A303. This was 
unnecessary as there was no early limit at 
this control, the time on the route card 
being the ume of departure; but it hap- 
pens every year and the time could more 
happily be spent getting warm in the 
control. Between Honiton and Exeter 
was Pin Hill, the first of the observed 
sections and an easy one, though it was 
climbed by the majority in the dark. 
After breakfast at Exeter the trial 
proper began, cars leaving the town on 
A30 and taking the Moretonhamstead 
road from Pocombe Bridge after 24 miles. 
Ten miles from Exeter was Windout. 
the second hill and again an easy one, 
though the fast flowing watersplash at the 
foot seemed to daunt one or two. After 
these two curtain raisers and confidence 
givers came Fingle Bridge, 10 miles 
away, and Simms. These two are per- 
haps the most sporting hills in any pro- 
duction car trial; they can be extremely 
difficult, and are seldom Fingle, 
with its mile of surface varying from 
loose, muddy stones to slippery rock out- 
crops and including nine acute corners, 
was not as bad as it can be. W. C. 
Slocombe’s Swallow Doretti led the car 
entries (apart from travelling marshal L. 
Jenner in a Morgan Plus Four, who was 
eading the motor cyclists and made a

clean climb) and rocketed up and round 
the first hairpin in spirited style, snaking 
from bank to bank. A. S. MacDonald 
casually took his H.R.G. up to the hair- 
pin in second gear, quickly changing into 
first to get round. P. J. Justesen’s white 
Triumph TR2 came to rest on the stretch 
after the hairpin, a failure caused entirely 
by keeping too much air in his rear tyres 
and losing traction. A. F. Scroggs’ vener- 
able Trojan drove gently up, lurching 
over the rocks, the engine maintaining 
constant revs whatever the surface or 
gradient. 

The majority found this part of the 
hill easy and failures were largely caused 
by lack of speed. The upper part, how- 
ever, with its wet and slimy rock ourt- 
crops, accounted for several failures. 
G. R. Cox, in a new Ford Prefect, was 
unfortunate in hitting a large rock in the 
bank when he had nearly finished his 
climb. With badly bent panelling he kept 
going, though his right-side front tyre was 
irreparably damaged. 

Simms, near Ilsington in South Devon. 
was difficult, though the repositioning of 
the starting line on a level stretch at the 
foot allowed room to gather speed for the 
assault. The surface was extremely slippery

and smooth; the approach has a gradient 
of 1 in 5, then a sharp right-hand bend 
leads to the 60-yard climb with a general 
gradient of 1 in 34 and a hump of 1 in 23. 
Denyer’s Hyper Lea-Francis failed, as did 
the Trojan, though the latter was within 
feet of the top. F. G. M. Westropp’s 
Morris Minor seemed mysteriously to lose 
power and stopped when going well. 
Rutter’s TR2 slid on a particularly slimy 
patch and came to rest. J. Tucker Peake’s 
Olympic 1500 (Morris Minor saloon with 
Oxford front suspension, Ford Consul 
engine and Zephyr radiator grille) failed 
rather surprisingly; but A. M. Gold- 
thorpe’s Pelican, S. Price’s super- 


charged Dellow and A. E. Cleghorn’s 
Dellow treated the hill as though it were 
Prescott and shot up, the Pelican running 
on Castrol R and adding to the impres- 
sion by producing the right odour.

W. A. G. Goodall’s Morgan, too, was ex- 
cellent, as was E. Scobey’s Dellow; 
but the tractor-driven winch at the sum- 
mit had a busy day. 

Throughout the West Country there 
were many signs of the recent heavy 
snow, particularly on Dartmoor, where 
several drifts still remained. The day- 
time route led through some fine scenery 
and very narrow lanes; the fact that there 
were no mishaps speaks well for the re- 
straint with which competitors drove. The 
route marking (with “L,” “R,” cr 
“ Straight on” signs at intersections) was, 
as ever, admirable and thorough. 


Mud and Rocks 


After Simms the route led back to the 
east to Stretes, 30 miles on near Ottery 
St. Mary. The third hill in order of stop- 
ping power, Stretes had a loose, muddy 
surface with plenty of stones and rocks, 
and winds up through a wood; the sur- 
face had been broken up by timber haul- 
ing. Most of the entry managed to reach 
the top. L. R. Gear’s Ford Popular, a 
model that consistently does better than 
its stable mates, the Prefect and Anglia, 
because of its larger wheels, climbed 
without any trouble, and Parsons’ Dellow 
treated it as a speed hill-climb. Nine 
miles from Stretes came Waterloo, a new- 
comer to this event (though by no means 
new to the trials scene) near Branscombe,

with a stop-and-restart immediately before 
a left-hand hairpin on a surface of loose 
stones and earth. The majority moved 
away successfully and S. J. Tucker's 
Austin A.90 churned off, shooting stones 
out at the spectators. The remaining hills 
—Meerhay, Knowle Lane, Cocknowle and 
Lutton Gwyle—were spread along the 
route back to the finish at Bournemouth. 

Meerhay in Dorset, 76 miles from 
Waterloo and associated with the Exeter 
since 1929, had an extremely wet, muddy 
surface, liberally covered with stones and 
rocks. Just after the start there are two 
ditches on which many cars “ bottomed,” 
though it was necessary to disregard the 
ominous clanks in order to gain 
momentum to climb the hill; Mrs, N. 
Parsons had -the misfortune to break the 
rear axle of her Dellow on these bumps. 
The last of the entries climbed the hill in 
the gathering darkness. 

Cocknowle, 20 miles east of Dor- 
chester, is reminiscent of one or two of 
the club’s Cornish hills—dry, rutted and 
loose stoned. The cars ciimbed, in the 
dark, head lamp beams waving across the 
sky. A stop-and-restart near the foot 
caused some bother, rear wheels spinning 
ull they had dislodged the loose stones 


and found a grip. Lutton Gwyle, in 
similar Purbeck country and the last sec 
tion, stopped only very few. It is a hill 
new to this trial, and twists at the foot, 
climbs straight for a bit and finishes after 
a sharp left-hand hairpin. B. H. Thomp 
son’s beautifully preserved Alvis Silver 
Eagle had the misfortune to run out of 
fuel on this hill, stopping before he could 
turn on the reserve. 

So to the finish at Bournemouth, where 
all but a very few arrived on time. It 
had been a good Exeter and the weather 
could not have been kinder. Had the 
trial been held, as it normally is, in the 
first weekend in January, it might have 
been a different story. The familiar figure 
of “Jackie” Masters, 30 years secretary 
of the M.C.C, was there to greet the 
finishers. There cannot be many who, 
at the age of 75, are prepared to go to 
remote parts of the country (Edinburgh, 
Land’s End—it makes no difference) in all 
weathers to see often the start and always 
the finish of long-distance events, having 
paused to watch competitors on several of 
the hills.

ORMAL road tyres are a compromise, and ar 

excellent one at that, for their adhesion is remark- 

able. But compromise there must be. For the 
longest wear and the least noise, treads would consist of 
lose circumferential bands of plain rubber. To get 
yraking and driving power the pattern may grow more 
omplex, and there may be added little slicings like razor 
cuts in the sides of tread bands, or toward the edges of 
the tyres: they are sometimes called “stop notches.” 
Serrated edges for the tread bands greatly increase the total 
length of edge, which assists the prevention of side-slipping, 
and such serrations are at an angle of about 45 degrees 
to the line of travel, the best angle for skid resistance 
because a tyre on a moving car never skids directly side- 
ways, but forwards and sideways, at an angle dependent 
m the speed of the car and the sideways slip). 

As a general rule, if a tyre has a good pattern of Z-edged 
tread bands or a cunningly worked-out pattern of bar or 
diamond studs, the “little extra” of traction or braking 
ym wet roads can be obtained only by those knife-cut 
slicings. Most road tyres have them. On the Continent, 
where a harder winter, miles of extremely greasy pavé 
stone setts and more spirited driving have been influences, 
there are tyres which could very nearly be described as 
“ sliced all over.” Such sliced tyres are familiar to British 
motorists in their Michelin Stop and Confort versions, 
because this make has a- British company and factory. 
Their effect is extremely marked. 

Why, then, do not all cars have tyres with prolifically 
sliced treads? Because there are penalties. The rate of 
wear is not so favourable, and the tyres are noisier. The 
British Michelin company, for instance, does not recom- 
mend such tyres for certain integral construction cars which 
are, by their very nature, sounding boxes. Instead,

Michelin recommend SDS treads, which are a great deal 


quieter, and still give very good grip. If a car is some- 
what high and narrow, as many older ones are, the grip of. 
say, Oversize sliced tyres can be too good for safety. I 
have seen three such cars overturn within an hour at a 
rally pylon test, where they were driven with spirit. They 
could not skid, which would have been fairly harmless. 
so had to overturn! However, this consideration applies 
only in special cases. Most cars will slide instead of over- 
turn, with normal tyres on a dry road. 

Slightly oversize tyres have a useful effect, for on wet

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roads the area of contact of the tread can be very important. 
An involuntary but interesting experiment is recalled. A 
car had oversize rear tyres: one punctured, and was 
replaced by the similarly patterned but normal-sized spare. 
Braking at once became very treacherous, owing to the new 
dissimilarity of rear wheel grip. By the way, tyres can be 
only slightly oversize, or their beads will be too wide for 
the rim and may damage the tube, and may themselves be 
damaged. In fact, an experienced tyre man told me, all 
oversizing is taking a liberty, but a half-inch oversize, such 
as 5.00in in place of 4.50in, is a smalf liberty. This does 
not apply to the use of fatter tyres with the same bead, 
which is not a liberty at all: in makers’ charts, the recom- 
mended rim size is the governing factor. But wing 
clearance must always be borne in mind, especially on the 
front wheels when on full lock. The possible upset of 
steering character must also be watched. 

The low-pressure tyre of the same size, at one time called 
a balloon tyre, and having now such names as super- 
cushion, has good grip; all tyres tend to grip better at 
slightly less than the recommended pressures. But here 
again there are penalties. Tread distortion, the squirming 
of the actual ellipse of tread in contact with the road, is 
greater on corners, and wear is increased in braking and 
acceleration. This can be remembered, however, jointly

with another fact: tyre wear is extremely slight on wet, 
smooth and slippery roads and very rapid on hot, dry 
and rough ones. So the liberty of softening tyres a little 
for modest speeds on a treacherous day is not a costly one, 
if you remember to pump them up again for the returning 
fine weather. In extreme conditions—if nearly stuck in 
snow, a muddy lane, or a wet parking meadow—rear tyres 
deflated by about two-thirds can work wonders. But one 
must drive very quietly until they can be fully reinflated. 

Modern treads are good, but the unseen advances in 
tyre design, in the form of better carcase engineering, are 
also a benefit. One advance has been in 
making treads run flatter. Even when a tyre 
is under-inflated, the modern tread has less 
tendency to distort into a channel, and when 
over-inflated it no longer grows round, so 
that only the centre strip is left doing any 
work. In normal use, at normal pressure, 
the more stable tread has a longer life and 
better grip; and it is also much more 
tolerant of loading and inflation variations. 
On corners it stays flat on the road, and 
does not tilt to run on its outside edge in the 
way that tyres used to. The general design 
tendency is to make walls more flexible and 
treads more stable. 

As an ordinary non-technical popular car 
owner, one has to be given an arbitrary 
figure for one’s tyre pressure. It has to cover 
all kinds of use, and varying loads. Certain 
quality and performance car makers—and 
one enormously lengthy, serious and inform- 
ative Teutonic handbook which I have seen 
—do, in fact, give much information on 
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Two tyres often used for Land-Rovers and 
Bergougnan RQE and the Dunlop RK3. 
slicings. This group of tyres has road treads, and heavy, interrupted and buttressed 
sides which grip when a wheel sinks in soft ground

variation: how much more for fast driving, how much 
more for a full locker, and so on. If the well-laden car 
ceases to oversteer excessively because there is a 2 lb 
over-pressure in the back tyres, this may be a wise adjust- 
ment. On the whole, if recommended pressures err, it 
is on the side of comfort, for the sake of the “ boulevard 
ride.” Slight increases should not bring the tyre to the 
point of over-inflation wear, which is excessive in the 
centre of the tread, and should 
not cause it to hop. 

Irregular tread wear may be a 
peculiarity of a car, owing to 
imperfections of suspension 
geometry. If other cars of the 
same make and model do not so 
suffer, when similarly driven, 
faults must exist. Among those 
to be suspected are wrong in- 
flation (gauges are often not 
very accurate); wrong steering 
geometry; slightly grabbing brakes, and even misalignment 
of the whole car. Faults at one end of a car, it must be 
remembered, may produce symptoms of trouble at the 
other end. 

Trials experts are great tyre experimenters and ex- 
changers of knowledge. Their rules now confine the cars 
to ordinary road tyres, although competitors do, of course, 
run tyres at low pressures and oversize. Two-bar or stud- 
tread tyres, the Avon HM, with buttressed sides, and the 
Goodyear All Weather, seem particularly popular.

by mud. There is a normal amount of ;ubber and of 
longevity in such treads. 

A splendid grip is afforded by tractor-type tyres with 
a herring-bone pattern and vast clearances between the 
bars, but they are not at all suitable for car use. Snow 
tyres, either of soft, wriggly rubber with great pattern 
clearances, or of a forest of tall studs which tilt under 
adverse circumstances, wear rapidly at normal cruising 
speeds on hard roads, and can be dismissed for normal 
use. 

There is available in Britain a compromise type of tyre 
for our variable winter, and it seeks to strike a balance 
between a very well-gripping tread, with good bar clear- 
ances and staggered buttress side walls, and the con- 
tinuous running surface necessary for hard roads and 
normal speeds. Some examples are illustrated. In the 
Bergougnan RQE and the Avon Traction Mileage, both 
made only in 16in sizes, the continuity of the centre ribs 
is the chief feature, with widely spaced studs and mud- 
gripping walls at the sides. The Avon TM is standard 
equipment for the Land-Rover. The Dunlop RK3 is 
similar. 

A more gencrally applied kind for ordinary cars is the 
Firestone Town and Country. A rural user with a Ford 


Zephyr tells me that there is no doubt about the grip 
in lanes or even in fields, and that his tyres seem quiet 
and do not suffer from uneven wear on the road. The

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another intermediate tyre design, having more snow and 
mud grip than a normal India, and less than the grip of 
the Winter (the last-named is not really suitable for fast 
work or prolonged running on hard roads: it can be 
thought of as a specialized snow tyre). The All Purpose 
is not seriously limited as to usable speeds on cars of 
normal performance; the rate of wear on hard road is 
good, and it is only slightly noisy. 

In cars that are driven fast, and in summer, thickness 
of shoulder and heating assume importance and, of course, 
very fast driving brings the motorist into the sphere of 
sports, sports-racing and racing tyres. But for give-and- 
take winter motoring in rural areas there is a lot to be 
said for winter tyres. The tyres noticed fall into these 
classes: ordinary road tyres, varying in grip; sliced Con- 
tinental road tyres; compromise road and lane tyres; Jeep 
and Land-Rover heavy-tread tyres; and car sizes of tyres 
like those used for tractors. Where do your needs come 
in? My car, even in muddy lanes and during the occa- 
sional snowfall, causes me little worry on ordinary road 
tyres. Were this not so, I should fit the compromise road 
and lane kind of tyre, or perhaps sliced Continental tyres. 
Only if I were a farmer, whatever the model I owned, 
would I think it necessary to go beyond that. 

Clearances in wings of individual models, and the sizes 
available in various special tyres, are too complex to list. 
A motorist should consult a good tyre supplier about 
individual factors such as these.

OLLOWING the general American 
trend, Nash Motors of Detroit 
have introduced a V-eight engine 

for their 1955 Ambassador model. This 
is one of the three latest models 
announced by the company, the other 
two being a six-cylinder Ambassador 
and a six-cylinder Statesman. The pro- 
gramme is now complete, the Rambler 
1955 version having been introduced in 
November, 1954; this is the smaller car 
produced by Nash, but should not be 
confused with the Metropolitan. 

The new power unit is a 90 deg “ over- 
square” V with overhead valves and a bore 
and stroke of 96.85 mm and 88.90 mm 
(3}%in and 3}in). The capacity is 5,244 
c.c. (320 cu in). On a compression ratio 
of 7.8 to 1, 208 b.h.p. is developed at 


4,200 r.p.m, while the maximum torque 
point shows 300 Ib ft at 2,000 to 2,600 
r.p.m. A single twin-choke carburettor is 
used; the crankshaft has five main 
bearings. 

The six-cylinder Ambassador has an 
engine of 4,140 c.c. (252.6 cu in), de- 
veloping 130 b.h.p. on a compression 
ratio of 7.6 tot. This model has a bore 
and stroke of 88.90 mm and 111.1 mm 
(34in and 4 jin) and the maximum torque 
of 220 Ib ft is reached at 1,600 r.p.m. 

The engine of the six-cylinder States- 
man develops 100 b.h.p. at 3,800 r.p.m. 
on a compression ratio of 7.45 to l. It 
has a capacity of 3,206 c.c. (195.6 cu in); 
the bore and stroke figures are 79.37 mm 
and 107.9 mm (3}in and 4}in) and the 
maximum torque (155 Ib ft) is reached 
at 1,600 r.p.m.

examination. McGrath’s crash and Murphy’s broken valve 
spring (not burned piston) were not caused by fuel. 
Stevenson and Mantz did experience burned pistons. But 


since all entries in the large and small standard categories were 
obliged to use the same fuel, Pemex Super Mexolina, and there 
was not an epidemic of burned pistons, one hesitates to blame 
the gasoline. An equally serviceable hypothesis is that the rain 
encountered on the Tehuantepec isthmus caused a somewhat 
leaner fuel-air mixture 


Then, if one’s spark advance was set

on the ragged edge of detonation for dry air and one did not 
reduce speed by a coupie of hundred revs on the long straight. 
one might burn a piston very suddenly indeed. 

Also, it was stated that a savage dog-fight took place between 
Jack McAfee and the Marques de Portago across the Tehuante 
pec straight, implying that McAfee was being pushed. Accord- 
ing to the record, Portago retired 103 miles from the start, 
before reaching the straight.

{66167.]}—As a man who drives reasonable distances as fast as 
possible, because of my dislike of driving, I must record my 
cynicism of the average speeds of which some of your correspon 
dents talk. Now, in “Personal Viewpoint” (December 31), a 
Volkswagen of 1,131 c.c. and a maximum of 69 m.p.h. is credited 
with an average speed of 44 m.p.h., which time includes two 
stops! 

I drive a Riley 24-litre Roadster and, in company with a 
Bristol, left Taunton recently to travel to London. We were 
running at between 80 and 85 m.p.h. across Salisbury Plain and 
in other places, where possible, at around 70—75 m.p.h. At 
Staines our average worked out at 45 m.p.h. This is only one 
example and many others can be recollected. To be passed 
is an occurrence worthy of comment, yet I am regularly faced 
with formidable figures which stagger me, especially when sup

Nothing Outstanding 


[66168.]—I feel that I must take up H. S. Linfield on 
remarks he made with regard to the Volkswagen in his 
“ Personal Viewpoint.” 

I agree that an average of 44 m.p.h. is creditable in a Volk 
wagen, but it is not anything out of the ordinary for any of 
the British small cars. I left Bournemouth at 10 a.m. recently, 
and set out for London (Richmond) by way of Christchurch 
Lyndhurst-W inchester (town)-Alton-Hog’s Back-Esher-Kingston 
By-pass-Richmond. 

My car, a Standard Eight, has a maximum speed of 60-6 
m.p.h., and a capacity of 803 c.c., compared with the Volkswagen, 
which has a maximum of 69 m.p.h. and a capacity of 1,192 c« 
I arrived at Richmond at cight minutes past twelve having 
covered, according to my mileage indicator, 103 miles. On me 
occasion did ihe tyres squeal, and the petrol consumption worked 
out at exactly 36 m.p.g.; the dipstick level had not altered. The 
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odometer now shows 15,000 miles and the engine of the car is 
still extremely silent. Needless to say the car is completely 
standard 


The Standard, too, gives that “ unburstable” feeling. Could 
the reason for this average be that it has a delightful understeer, 
and no heavy rear end? Also the Volkswagen is not the only 
car with a first-rate gear box, the Standard’s being positive, and 
very quick 

I do not write this letter to praise myself on the high average 
speed, because I believe that, with roads crowded as they are, 
racing against the clock is dangerous. On this occasion the roads 
were clear, and were the enthusiast’s dream. I believe that our 
cars are as good as any made in the world.

Under Repair 

A Sign to be Noted 

[66169.]}—Mr. J. P. Hellings’ letter [66125] in your issue of 
December 24 contains several contradictioas, of which it is 
necessary to mention only one. He says that there are cases in 
which highway authorities do not seem to be in the least con- 
cerned with road safety, although on his own admission they 
have erected “ Temporary Surface” signs. He goes on to Cite 
an instance of a partially completed scheme, where the safe 
speed is only 20 m.p.h. If, after he has been warned of a 
emporary surface, the motorist chooses to drive fast over it, 
who is to blame for the danger to himself and other road users? 
After all, the motorist must be able to see clearly (with 
spectacles, if worn) and to read, if he is to obtain a driving 
icence ‘at all! 

As a highway engineer of some years’ standing, it is my 
*xperience that signs and lamps marking dangers in the road 
ire generally paid very scant respect by motorists, even when 
the safety of roadmen obviously depends on their consideration. 
How much less, then, are unattended warning signs regarded by 
those for whose benefit they are erected? 

Further, Mr. Hellings may care to know that when a new 
arriageway is laid partly on virgin ground, it is essential to 
illow time for compaction and settlement of the foundation 
before laying the final surface, which would otherwise become 
juickly deformed under traffic. Hence the need for “ Temporary 
Surface ” signs, which should thus be taken, not as an indication 
ff neglect, but of careful work and economy on the part of 
the authorities.

66171.}—Perhaps my experience will interest Mr N. W. Clay- 
ton [66129]. During a trip last summer I became too hot and 
stopped to remove my coat. On turning the ignition switch to 
re-start, I found that the warning light did not light up, and, 
of course, the starter would not function. As I was on a 
down-erade, I let the car roll and the engine fired immediately 
I Jet in the clutch 

At succeeding stops, either the ignition warning light did not 
light up when I switched on, or, if it did, it went out immedi 
itely I pulled the starter. In each case the engine fired readily 
on the handle 

I left the battery on trickle charge overnight, and next morn- 
ing endeavoured to solve the mystery The ignition warning 
light shone brilliantly when I switched on, but went out, as 
before, when I pulled the starter. I concluded that the battery 
had come to the end of its useful life, and connected up my 
6-amp charger with the idea of giving the battery enough life 
to get me to a garage. But when I clipped the connections on 
to the cable ends adjacent to the battery terminals, no current 
flowed! Here was the solution of my problem 
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continued 


The cable ends are in the form of cups which fit over the 
terminal posts of the battery, and are held in place by self- 
tapping screws. With the positive (earthed) connection, the 
screw had stripped its thread and al! parts were so thoroughly 
smothered with a gluey grease that there was very bad electrical 
contact. 

Since re-making this connection I have had no further 
trouble. The mating surfaces were scraped clean and bright, 
and the screw-hole partially filled with a few snippets of copper 
wire so that the screw now holds ughtly. C. J. Grose.

In return, Porsche, who was one of the chief engineers of 
the company (along with a Herr Leischmann), offered to design 
and build for him a special body to be fitted to one of the com- 
pany’s chassis. The price was to be 650,000 schillings (approxi- 
mately £1,100), or about half the list price of the standard model. 
Our client accepted the offer. The car was built and delivered, 
and he ran it without mgjor breakdown until 1931, when he 
resold the car for 600,000 schillings 

He tells us that the car handled superbly, had an excellent 
turn of speed and a splendid appearance. Perhaps the car is 
still in existence somewhere in Europe; if so, he swears that, 
so good was it, it must still be in sound running order!

Ford Taunus 


Externally similar to the previous Ford 
Taunus 12M, the new car is powered by 
an “over-square’’ /4-litre four-cylinder 
engine. The crankshaft, running in three 
main bearings, is a hollow ¢asting for 
which the makers claim great stiffness 


HE German Ford Company at 
Cologne has introduced a 15M 
model externally similar to the 
previous Taunus 12M, but powered by 
an over-square 1,498 c.c. engine—the first 
o.h.v. unit to come from the Cologne 
factory. One of the most interesting 
features is the crankshaft, which is a 
hollow casting of “spherolitic” iron. 


The makers claim extreme stiffness and 
low weight, despite the substantial journal 
dimensions. The shaft runs in three bear- 
ings and has integral counterweights. 
Lubricating oil passes through short pipes 
pressed into drillings. 

The bore is 82 mm and the stroke 
70.9 mm, and large valves are fitted to 
promote good breathing. The combus- 
tion chamber is roughly heart-shaped. 
The valves, slightly inclined, are actuated 
by pushrods and rockers from a side cam- 
shaft. A downdraught Solex carburettor 
feeds through a hot spot into two 
siamesed inlet ports; the exhaust ports 
are separate. A maximum output of 
55 b.h.p. at 4,250 r.p.m, is claimed by the 
makers (60 b.h.p. S.A.E. rating), but the 
designer, Herr A. Streit, stresses that 
good torque characteristics have been 
given preference to a possible higher 
output.

Brake Squeal 


POSSIBLE cure for brake squeal 
is quite simple. Obtain a piece 
of felt of a minimum thickness of a 
quarter of an inch and about the size 
of a sixpence. Make a recess in the 
felt (not a hole) and push it on to the 
brake shoe steady post so that it is 
held between the post arid the web 
of the shoe; each steady post should 
be so treated. 
Many new cars are fitted with felts 
of one shape or another but they are

seldom replaced when worn, and 
vibration of the shoe is therefore 
transmitted through the steady post to 
the back plate, to become audible as 
brake squeal. 

Just before receiving this suggested 
remedy my own brakes stopped 
squealing, so that I did not have to 
try it, but I am assured that it has 
been successful in several instances. 


Garage Decor 


garages are unlovely 
things, inside and out, but they 
ure very efficient indeed, and a lot can 
be done by the owner to brighten 
them.

AN AMERICAN MOTORIST LOOKS AT CONTEMPORARY 
MOTORING BRITAIN 


HEN the Editor of my favourite motoring 
W journal asked me to give my impressions of 

England as an American motorist making his 
first visit since 1948, I was a bit concerned, for even an 
American knows that it is not good manners to comment 
critically upon the household of your host when on a 
visit! However, I was assured that my comments would 
be accepted in the same friendly spirit as offered, inas- 
much as I am reasonably well known as a staunch friend 
of British motoring in all its phases. Now, as I sit before 
my typewriter once again, home in California, I find 
that there is really little about which to be sharply criti- 
cal in my recollection of my summer visit in 
either as a motorist or simply as an American there on 
a business trip. 


The Autocar professed to be most interested in m 
reactions to the changes which had taken place in English 
motoring since my last visit in 1948. My first half-hour 
on British soil served to make evident these tremendous 
changes. In 1948, American highways and city streets 
were already jammed with traffic of pre-war density and 
our roads were brightened by millions of gleaming new 
post-war cars. Not so in England in March, 1948; on 
the way in from London Airport the coach lumbered 
along through nearly deserted streets populated almost 
exclusively by ageing small pre-war cars. The open 
English highways, too, on which I accompanied H. S. 
Linfield when he road tested a 34-litre Jaguar, were virtu- 
ally empty. 

This past summer the airport coach still lumbered 


along; now even more slowly, for your streets were no 
longer nearly deserted but filled, kerb to kerb, with a 
dense stream of new and shining motor cars—many of 
them of the larger types unseen in 1948, when petrol 
rationing kept such cars in their garages. But notably 
absent in this present-day traffic stream were M.G. and 
Jaguar sports cars—these gay and sprightly envoys of the 
British motor industry are seen in such large numbers in 
Los Angeles traffic that their minute numbers on London 
streets was indeed surprising and unexpected. However, 
such large sedans as Daimlers, Alvis, Sapphires, Rolls- 
Royce and Bentley, so rarely seen in the U.S.A., were in 
evidence in impressive numbers, giving London an air 
of elegance and prosperity so lacking in 1948. 

Once settled with friends in Harrow-on-the-Hill, I made 
my way to the offices of the R.A.C. to obtain an interna- 
tional driving licence, finding that the time required for 
an American to get such documents was less than that 
needed to renew a California driver’s permit! Overseas 
visitors can hardly ask for better service or treatment. 
It was on this trip into London that I made my first 
acquaintance with your Underground and, in so far as it 
is possible for a motorist to do so, I developed a strong 
affection for your “subway” system. Unquestionably it 
makes the New York subway look like the efforts of a 
primitive people! 


London Traffic ... 


I su there is no point in trying to avoid the sub- 
London traffic (you can’t remain in the Under- 
ground for ever), but this isn’t a particularly pleasant 
subject to be faced cither from behind a London bus or 
a typewriter keyboard. Let’s admit it, London traffic is 
a mess! Almost as bad as that of New York (which is 
impossible) and about like Los Angeles used to be. 

Los Angeles, having no underground system at all, and 
a most inadequate bus and tram service, depends upon 
the automobile for at least 90 per cent of its transport; 
things eventually got so bad that something really effective 
had to be done This took the form of a network of

“freeways” which, while not yet fully completed, has 
by now progressed to the point where the enco 

results are clearly evident. Once even the mere thought 
of making a trip to the downtown business centre of Los 
Angeles made our citizens actually cringe; but now, with 
the freeway in operation, a thoroughly unpleasant 30- 
minute “ean j ne 4 is cut to about 8 minutes, 
cruising along easily at 55 m.ph. The elevated, non- 
intersecting freeway not only makes journeys on it a real 
pleasure ~ equally important, it has served to remove 
render their use at all hours of the day m 


past twenty years. 

This, t00, is surely the only possible solution to London's 
traffic congestion—a similar system of freeways radiating 
outward from near the centre of London; speeding trucks, 
buses and cars on their way without entangling them with 
local street traffic which, itself, will then move with greater 
ease and freedom as a result of the absence of throu 
traffic. But to be effective these new roads must 
genuine freeways. No compromise is possible. They 
must be completely non-intersecting highways, sunken or 
elevated as conditions dictate, having a minimum width 
of four traffic lanes in each direction and adequate exits 
so that traffic does not pile up when leaving. (London’s 
North Circular Road is an excellent local street but by no 
stretch of the imagination is it a modern traffic artery 
such as is being discussed.) 

I am quite well aware of the cries of anguish that will 
be raised about the violation of historic London by the 
cutting through of four or five such roads. Let me bluntly 
say that much of London is far from being beautiful, just 


or Coventry. In Los 
through areas that could well be levelled in the general 
interest, and as a result our city is now more attractive 
than before. Such freeways need not strike across Lon- 
don straight as arrows but could sweep in broad curves 
to avoid historical sites, beautiful buildings or parks and 
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utilize to the full land blighted by ugly slum or industrial 
development, of no credit to our day and age. And Lon- 
don abounds with such areas, as do all cities. These new 
roads should then continue as trye super highways to the 
coast and to the industrial inland. 

A trip to Coventry certainly showed me how great is 


England’s need for adequate roads. Being in no particular 


hurry, I was not personally inconvenienced by this slow, 
winding, over-crowded country road leading from the 
world’s largest city to England’s centre of automobile pro- 
duction. But such a so-called highway must be a serious 
matter to all commercial users and to anyone in a hurry. 
However, for the visitor to England who is simply potter- 
ing along, seeing the countryside and absorbing the flavour 
of England your roads are delightful. And the surface! 
Virtually perfect on even your country lanes. (Our main 
and secondary roads in the U.S.A. are excellent but we 
have nothing comparable to the narrow, twisting, well- 
surfaced English country lanes—in America such roads 
would be dirt-surfaced, rough, either dusty or muddy 
and completely uninteresting.) Your roads are unques- 
tionably inadequate for modern industrial Britain but 4 
are a delight to the visitor from America! Of course,'wi 

a network of freeways to carry the heavy commercial load, 
these old roads would be even more enjoyable. 

I think that Coventry showed perhaps the greatest 
transformation since 1948. That winter the centre of the 
city, virtually levelled during the great raid, 
was just struggling back to commercial life 
with most shops operating in small, tem- 
porary, shed-like structures. What a far cry 
from the new central commercial area now 
rising from the rubble, with many impressive 
modern buildings already completed! Un- 
fortunately, there was no evidence of any 
intention to provide adequate modern motor 
roads which might cut through the tangle of 
old and narrow streets leading into the city 
or on towards the automobile factories. 


Wagglers 


I remember some amusing correspondence 
in the English motoring Press about “ hand 
wagglers” and I must admit that, within 
hours of getting behind a steering wheel in 
England, I became very aware of the man 
who, with the best intentions in the world, 
merely succeeds in becoming an irritation to 
the driver following. But in general I found 
English drivers not only very capable but 
also much more courteous than American 
drivers and much less belligerent in traffic. 
But how does one inform an 
motorist ahead that you wish to pass? I 
gently tootled my horn to make my inten- 
tions known on one or two occasions but 
received such looks of scorn and exaspera- 
tion that I hesitated ever again to commit 
such an obvious faux pas! Simply and un- 
graciously to thrust one’s way past as best 
one could seemed to meet with much more 
approval!

Nowadays, home 
in Pasadena to many workers means home in a

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But Heaven protect me from cyclists! In the U.S. a 
bicycle is hardly ever encountered in the open highway, 
and not very often on the city streets, so I was not pre- 
pared for this hazard. If anything makes driving less than 
a pleasure in England it is the cyclists—many of whom 
still venture out upon the highways at night without 
adequate rear lights. In fact, one such foolhardy character 
owes his life to my unusually good night vision, for I 
came upon his unlighted rear with my headlights dipped, 
and partially blinded by oncoming traffic. I saw him and 
swerved at only the last possible moment, missing him by 
inches 


One of the truly remarkable things about English roads 
is their freedom from litter of all sorts. I am ashamed 
to admit that the American motorist has despoiled the 
sides of his highways from Maine to California and from 
Texas to Canada by throwing every sort of refuse from 
his speeding car. Papers, fruit peels, candy wrappers and 
millions of beer cans and “ coke” bottles now “ decorate” 
the edges of our roads. By contrast English streets and 
highways are shining examples of exci lent housekeeping 
and a source of constant amazement to American visitors 
who, it is to be hoped, will alter their habits when they 
return home. In fact, this neatness, so typical of 
England everywhere, is evident from the moment one’s 
aircraft first breaks through the clouds and approaches 
London Airport. Later, one sees that the backyards of 
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virtually all dwellings, no matter how poor or dreary 
looking, are neatly cultivated and cared for. But most 
surprising is the fact that even the land adjoining the 
railway tracks is kept as neatly trimmed greenery rather 
than permitted to become a jungle of weeds and assorted 
junk of all kinds as in the U.S. 

The visiting U.S. motorist is also pleasantly surprised 
at the lack of roadside advertising, which has become such 
an eyesore in his homeland. I shudder to think of what 
such a spot as Stonehenge would be like in, say, Arizona. 
For miles along the approaching roads the traveller would 
be encountering huge billboards be ing him to 
“STOP AT JOE'S STONEHENGE HOT DOG 


STAND”; “GAS UP AT SAM’S STONEHENGE 
SUPER SERVICE”; “VISIT THE STONEHENGE 
SNAKE FARM”; “MABEL’S STONEHENGE 


SOUVENIR SHOP”; “ SPEND THE NIGHT WHERE 
YOUR ANCESTORS SLEPT, THE STONEHENGE 
MOTEL, BEAUTYREST MATTRESSES AND TELE- 
VISION”... .! Thus it was with unbelief that I came 
upon Stonehenge without a vestige of advertising or com- 
mercialization; not a sign of picnic litter, not a single 
whisky or “coke” bottle along the road, and the stones 
themselves completely free of any defacing marks such 
as one is likely to see etched into even the walls of our

I only hope that the occasional outbursts of ation 
on the part of American visitors will be understood to 
be the normal reactions of any visitor at times perplexed 
and confused in a foreign land (the Englishman abroad 
is surely subject to the same petty outbursts). 

It is to be hoped that in the years to come, more and 
more Englishmen will find it possible to visit the United 
States, Mexico and Canada—touring in their own cars. The 
very differences in our countries will serve to draw us 
together in ties of friendship and interest.

Autocar is the 34-litre Daimler Regency Mark II 
introduced at the London Show to complement the 
24-litres of the Conquest range. Two saloon styles are 
available, the Regency and the Sportsman, and both can 
have 34- or 4.6-litre engines. The 34-litre Sportsman saloon 
has a more powerful engine than that of the Regency of the 
same size, which is designed as a town carriage; but it should 
not be thought that the 34-litre Regency lacks performance. 
* Nothing could be further from the truth, as the performance 
figures show. 
In keeping with the purpose of the design, no attempt 
has been made to give the car a very high maximum speed

tradition, and handling qualities which surpass even those 
of the Conquest Century—a sports saloon that has earned 
a fine reputation in competitions such —< the production 
touring car race at Silverstone last May; Daimlers came first 
and second in the 2- to 3-litre class. 

The six-cylinder 34-litre overhead-valve engine is of 
orthodox design. It is robust and built to stand much hard 
driving without losing its tune; at the same time it is smooth 
and silent. It is large and powerful enough to provide an 
ample reserve, yet with the size and weight of the car it 
propels in mind, it does not have an excessive thirst for fuel. 
On one test run of 100 miles, averaging 30 m.p.h., a con- 
sumption of 18.6 m.p.g. was obtained. 

On the crowded highways in this country it is difficult to 
do justice to a powerful car in respect of average speed, as 
the roads and traffic congestion are the limiting factors, but 
on one well-known run of 80 miles, the Daimler’s time 
was almost a quarter of an hour less than average. This is, 
no doubt, almost entirely owed to its very good acceleration 
and ability to get off the mark really quickly. A figure of 
0-30 in 4.7 sec for a car weighing 37 cwt is no mean feat. 

The Regency has the standard Daimler transmission of a 
fluid flywheel and four-speed = = box. This 
system is well suited to a car of this

be regarded as an emergency ratio that is required only when 
ascending the steepest hills with the car well laden. 

The normal technique of gear changing consists of select- 
ing the desired ratio by means of the lever on the steering 
column, and engaging gear by operating the gear change 
pedal, which takes the place of a clutch control on cars 
fitted with fluid flywheel transmission. The gear change 
pedal is fairly light to operate, although it requires 
slightly more effort than that needed to operate the clutch 
on some cars of a similar size, and the amount of travel 
varies slightly with the particular gear engaged. 

It is possible to adjust the brake bands on the epicyclic 
transmission to vary the “take up” when a change is made 
and, in the interests of performance, the bands on the test 
car had been set to give a fairly fierce engagement, with the 
result that a certain amount of jerk was experienced when 
the gear change lever was operated quickly (with the throttle 
fully open) when changing from third to top gear. This 
was noticeable after a great mumber of gear changes 
had been made during the performance section of the test; 
under these conditions it is possible to accelerate the very 
slight wear that takes place so that it exceeds the amount 
provided for by the automatic band adjustment. However, 
this was quickly rectified by operating the gear change pedal 
a number of times in each gear with the car stationary. 


Hand Throttle 


In top gear the transmission is quiet; there is slight 
gear noise in the indirect ratios and a familiar noise 
which can best be described as a slight growl when the 
car is ticking over in neutral. On a car fitted with this 
type of transmission, difficulty is sometimes experienced in 
reversing slowly out of a garage when the engine is started 
from cold. On the Daimler a hand throttle is provided so 
that, for this operation, the driver’s right foot is free to 
operate the brake to check the car, the engine speed being 
controlled by the hand throttle. By using this method it is 
possible to manceuvre a cold car very slowly indeed. 

To say that the ride is good and the car handles well is 
an understatement. Over all types of road surface the 
Daimler suspension irons out the bumps and provides a very 
smooth and level ride that is completely free from pitching, 
and there is remarkably little roll on corners. The handling 
qualities enable an enthusiastic driver to control the car 
like a fast sports saloon. The driver feels that he is handling 
a small nimble car, not a large, six-seater luxury saloon. The 
weight distribution is just about right; the car has a desirable 
degree of understeer and can corner very quickly without

fear of either front or rear end beginning to skid. Under 
the influence of fast cornering there is noticeably little 
squeal from. the tyres, which are of the new Dunlop 
tubeless type. The steering is light and accurate and gives 
the impression that there are fewer than the measured 
34 turns from lock to lock. It is also quite light for 
manceuvring the car in a confined space. 

The Girling hydro-mechanical brakes are well able to 
cope with the demands made on them. They are smooth 
and progressive, and during the performance testing they 
could be relied upon to stop the car in a straight line, 
although when the car is lightly loaded there is a tendency 
for the rear wheels to lock slightly before the front ones. 

The ease of driving is, no doubt, partly brought about by 
the very good driving position. The seat is relatively high, 
and the flared-in side lamps which form the tops of both 
wings can be seen from the driving seat. The steering wheel 
is nicely raked, is adjustable on its column, and is well placed 
in relation to the brake and gear changing pedal. One point 
of criticism is the angle of the organ pedal throttle control. 
It is very comfortable in the fully open position, but seems 
too near to the vertical when closed or only slightly open, 
with the result that the driver’s ankle is at an uncomfortable 
angle when the car is driven slowly. The transmission does 
not project unduly into the floor space, so that there is plenty 
of room for the driver’s left foot, and the dipswitch control 
provides a convenient foot rest. The driving seat is com- 
fortable and gives good support; it is well sprung, has a 
near-vertical squab and is fitted with a folding centre arm 
rest. 

The Regency has very good ali-round visibility, with a 
large glass area at the sides and relatively small screen 
pillars; the arrangement of the glass at the rear avoids a 
serious blind spot in the three-quarter rear direction. The

rear view mirror is fitted high on the windscreen so that it 
does not detract from the driver’s normal forward view, but 
at the same time provides satisfactory rearward vision. 

The instruments fill the centre section of the facia panel, 
and a tachometer is provided in addition to a speedometer, 
ammeter, fuel gauge, clock and water temperature gauge. 
All the instruments have clearly marked, circular dials. 
There is a rheostat control to vary the degree of instrument 
illumination at night; the lighting does not cause reflections 
in the windscreen. Warning lights are provided to indicate 
low oil pressure (green), ignition (red), head lamp main beam 
(red), and flashing indicators (amber). These are arranged 
so that one red and one green light are placéd in the lower 
portion of the tachometer, and the other pair in a similar 
position on the speedometer; this layout prevents the possi- 
bility of confusing the significance of any of the lights. The 
minor controls are spaced out on the facia and have different 
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WHEELBASE 
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shaped knobs so that the driver will not inadvertently 
operate the wrong one at night. The choke, hand throttle 
and petrol reserve have rectangular knobs, for example, while 
a serrated knob is used for the two-speed, self-parki 
windscreen wipers. The wipers themselves are powerful, 
and the blade arcs overlap in the centre section of the screen 
to form a large clear area. cleaning is assisted by 
screen wash equipment, fitted as standard. 

If it is to be driven mostly on short journeys and for 
town work, it is likely that a car in the Regency class will 
be chosen because of the appeal of the interior finish and 
items of detail equipment, rather than for the way it per- 
forms on the open road. On this valuation, the Daimler 
will more than hold its own. Apart from the provision of 
large doors providing easy access to both compartments, 
all the seats are well sprung and are of ample proportions. 
There is plenty of head room, and a generous amount of

In 1943 he started the armament 
division and became its general manager.

George Abell as general manager. 

Major Charles Francis Abell, like his 
brother, was educated at Sherborne and 
Leeds University, served in the R.N.A:S. 
and R.A.F. and was awarded the O.B.E. 
He joined the staff of The Automobile 
Engineer after the 1914 war, and in 1922 
worked with his brother George in the 
firm of Sheffield-Simplex, Ltd. In 1926 
he joined the engine division of the Bristol 
Aeroplane Company, became manager of 
the experimental department and _ later 
service manager.

N the Vintage S.C.C.’s Measham rally 
there was the usual mixture of 
modern open and closed sports cars, 

with a sprinkling of the livelier family 
cars and the able-bodied sports cars of the 
past. All ran on more or less equal terms, 
except for a shortening of the nocturnal 
path-finding section in Wales for the older 
cars. 

The start on January 8 was in Shrop- 
shire, and there was quite a big field—89 
entries—considering the proximity of the 
“Monte.” And so to Wales, and path- 
finding in the rally country around Dol- 
for, Nant Glass, Newbridge on Wye, 
Builth Wells, Glascywm and Presteigne, 
returning to the Midlands next morning 
for a simple arrival test, at Measham. 
Then breakfast, and the “Grand Prix” 
circuit around the buildings, on the sea 
of tarmac at the famous 20-acre auction 
premises. 

The night was clear, but the blizzard 
which had passed over Britain earlier had 
left much snow on the Welsh hills, so that 
the navigation run was a slithery business 
But casualties were not serious. An 
M.G.’s black eye was blamed on sheep 
avoidance, not snow. The broken spring 


of G. G. McDonald’s 4}-litre vintage 
Bentley was noticed only at Measham 
(such a sturdy spring, too, shining like 
every nut on the well-kept old car). A 
more general mishap was a ditched Sun- 
beam Alpine which blocked the way just 
before Presteigne. Other competitors, 
diverting round by New Radnor, recorded 
that the main road, with its mixture of ice 
and packed snow, was about the worst! 
thing they met. 


“Grand Prix” Circuit 


The principal tests, at Measham, were 
a slow run followed by a sprint; then a 
sprint circuit. In the slow run, the Austin 
A.40s, which will go remarkably slowly 
even in top gear, more than held their own 
with the big flywheels and good slow run- 
ning of the Vintage brigade. A technical 
treat in the paddock was the slow-running 
tuning of the R.A.G. carburettors of J. M 
Hill’s 1927 O.M. There are dual adjust 
ments—petrol bleed and air bleed 

The fast circuit round the buildings 
provided a lap of respectable length, and 
the bottom U-bend, which has slight 
adverse slope, was soon well and truly 


lined with black rubber. Nobody spun 
off, but the struggle between momentum 
and direction changing in J. R. J. Mans- 
bridge’s XK120 Jaguar was awe-inspiring; 
and A. E. Bengry lifted a rear wheel of his 
Volkswagen, in spite of the swing axles. 
The Vintage cars are less spectacular 
when pushed, but Dr. D. P. Harris’ Frazer 
Nash had the snakiness of a solid rear 
axle, and N. R. Buckle pushed the stable 
old 1928 Lancia very hard. The Lancia, 
with its independent front suspension and 
semi-integral construction, was a design 
far ahead of its time. 

The Triumph TR2s, light, corapact and 
high-powered, were outstanding in the 
tests, and R. A. Gouldbourn’s best times 
brought him an award well worth 
winning.

famous series. A lot of snow 
has fallen on the Alps since Rougier’s 
victory in a Turcat-Méry in 1911— 
incidentally, he started from Paris, 
which a good many competitors would 
be only too pleased to do now. In 
all those years, France has won the 
rally outright on 16 occasions (counting 
the Monégasque Louis Chiron as a 
Frenchman), while only three winning 
entrants have been British. These 
were the Hon. Victor Bruce in an A.C. 
in 1926, Donald Healey in an Invicta 
in 1931 and Sydney Allard in an 
Allard in 1952. A Ford Zephyr was 
triumphant in 1953, but the entrant 
was, of course, the Dutch driver 
Maurice Gatsonides. Last year? 
Chiron won, after many years of trying, 
in a Lancia. 

Who will win this year? That is a 
question which nobody can answer. As 
there have been some substantial 
changes in the form of the rally since 
this time last year, no forecast can 
really be more than the wildest guess. 
Numerically, this country is in the 
strongest position of all; and we have 
a very good field of serious and experi- 
enced competitors, all of whom will 
give of their best in the endeavour. 
Good luck to them; I wish I were 
among their number, but this year my 
own activities are confined to watching 
the rally from, as it were, the touch- 
line. And very interesting it promises 
to be; although the final stage of the 
road section will be difficult (by choice 
of route) whatever the weather, yet the 
latter consideration must have a great 
bearing on the result. Not every car 
has equally good roadholding proper- 
ties on snow and ice, and the ratio of 
skill among the drivers is similarly 
variable in those conditions. It has 
not snowed badly during this stage of 
the rally for the last two years, so per- 
haps it will this time—and conditions 
over much of Europe last week gave 
us a foretaste of what things may be 


like. 


] AST week-end’s Exeter trial was well 
—“ up to standard as an efficient example 
of its kind—although regret was ex- 
pressed by some of the hardier spirits 
that the wintry weather earlier in the 
week had not lasted long enough to make 
the going really difficult. In view of the 
state of some of the roads in the West 
Country at that time, perhaps it is as well 
that conditions did improve—or there 
might well have been no finishers at all!

ANNOUNCEMENT 


This Sunday sees the Argentine G.P. 
first of the 1955 world championship 
series. The entry list—published last 
week—gives promise of a first-class battle 
between Mercedes-Benz, Ferrari, Lancia 
and Maserati; soon we shall know to what 
extent the firms concerned have been able 
to improve their cars in the all-too-short 
time since their appearance in the 
Spanish G.P. in October last. 


HE first news of the Auckland G.P. in 
New Zealand, which took place last 
Saturday, shows that B. Bira scored a 
fairly easy victory in his 1954 formula 1 
Maserati. He was followed home by 
P. N. Whitehead and F. A. O. Gaze in 


‘their Ferraris, which were G.P. chassis 


fitted with the 3-litre engine used 
normally in the Type 750S Monza sports 
car. Bira covered the 210-mile race, on 
the Ardmore airfield circuit, non-stop in 
2hr 40m 10s, at an average speed of 
78.7 m.p.h. More, no doubt, of the race 
at a later date. 

This year D. H. Delamont, manager of 
the competitions department of the 
R.A.C., was present at the race in the 
capacity of observer and senior steward; 
it will be remembered that last year the 
event was marred by a good deal of pro- 
testing at the end over the official lap 
scoring. He travelled to N.Z. via America, 
and will return by way of Australia, 
Singapore and Monte Carlo; a compre- 
hensive round-the-world trip. 


AST week I announced that the M.G. 

firm was making a welcome return to 
racing; since then an announcement by 
Sir Leonard Lord (chairman of the British 
Motor Corporation) has made it plain that 
this single fact is only one facet of the 
situation. The whole B.M.C. organiza- 
tion is returning to the competition field, 
so that this covers not only M.G. but also 
Austin, Austin-Healey, Morris, Riley and 
Wolseley cars. 

Factory-sponsored teams of M.G. Mag- 
nette and Austin A.90 Westminster 
saloons are entered for the Monte Carlo 
rally; M.G. teams of saloons will also take 
part in the British and Tulip rallies, while 
teams of M.G. two-seaters will go in for 
Le Mans, the Alpine rally, and the sports 
and production car races at Silverstone. 
Marcus Chambers is now competitions 
manager for M.G.s, and the activities in 
this field of the whole group will be 
watched over by a competitions commit- 
tee based at Abingdon. 


LTHOUGH the final decision as to 

where and by whom the 1955 edition 
of the R.A.C. Tourist Trophy race will 
be run has yet to be miade, some facts 
have already emerged. This year will 
see the fiftieth anniversary of the race, 
which was first run in the Isle of Man 
in 1905; the present series, however, may 
fairly be said to have started on the Ards 
circuit in Northern Ireland in 1928
